SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

In  addition  to  painting,  decorating,  and  minor  repairs, 
the  following  alterations  in  schools  were  carried  out  : — 

Stanwix  School — The  windows  of  two  class-rooms  have 
been  enlarged,  allowing  improvements  in  the  ventilation  and 
lighting,  and  an  objectionable  gallery  also  removed  in  one  of 
th|j  class-rooms  of  the  same  school. 

Caldewgate  School — The  Boys’  W.C.’s  have  been 
remodelled,  and  new  pedestals  installed. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  school  accommodation  during  1922  was  10,926,  the 
average  number  of  scholars  on  the  rolls  being  8,678,  and  the 
average  attendance  7,563.  The  total  number  of  children 
medically  inspected  was  4,576,  of  whom  2,483  were  children 
belonging  to  the  three  age  groups,  subject  to  medical 
inspection  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  appearing  as  “Routine”  cases  in  the 
statistical  summary.  This  figure  is  less  by  266  than  the 
number  of  u  Routine  ”  cases  inspected  in  1921  •  the 
diminution  occurs  in  all  groups,  but  chiefly  among  the 
u  Entrants,”  in  which  class  there  is  a  decrease  of  128.  The 
reduction  in  the  number  of  “  Entrants  ”  examined  is  partly 
owing  to  the  non-admission  of  entrants  of  4  and  5  years,  and 
partly  because  in  1916,  when  the  present  six  year  old  children 
were  born,  the  birth-rate  was  beginning  to  show  the  effect 
of  the  war.  The  smaller  number  of  “  Entrants  ”  examined 
is  also  reflected  in  the  smaller  number  of  parents  interviewed, 
since  parents  attend  in  proportionately  larger  numbers  at  the 
medical  inspection  of  the  younger  age  groups  ;  thus  1,157 
parents  were  interviewed  at  “  Routine  ”  examinations  in 
1922,  as  compared  with  1,419  in  1921.  In  proportion  to  the 
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total  number  of  routine  examinations,  the  total  number  of 
parents’  attendances  is  about  47  per  cent.,  a  relative  as  well 
as  an  absolute  decrease  on  the  1921  figures,  when  the  parents 
attending  were  not  quite  52  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
routine  examinations  ;  at  the  examination  of  “  Entrants,”  520 
parents  attended  out  of  a  possible  781,  or  67  per  cent.  ;  at  the 
examination  of  “  Intermediates  ”,  387  out  of  875,  or  44  per 
cent.;  and  at  the  examination  of  “  Leavers  ”,  250  out  of  827,  or 
30  per  cent.  At  the  examination  of  742  u  Special  ”  cases, 
240  parents  were  present,  or  32  per  cent.,  as  compared  with 
41  per  cent,  in  1921.  The  number  of  parents  who  attended 
at  both  “  Routine  ”  and  “Special”  examinations  was  1,397, 
or  43  per  cent. 

The  number  of  “  Old  ”  cases  re-examined  was  1,351,  or 
300  more  than  last  year,  while  the  number  of  u  Special  ” 
cases  presented  for  examination  at  the  request  of  parents,  or 
referred  by  teachers  and  school  nurses  was  742,  or  89  fewer 
than  in  1921.

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Reference  to  the  summary  given  in  Table  VI,  shows  that 
out  of  2,483  children  inspected  in  the  routine  age  groups,  619 
were  referred  for  treatment,  a  percentage  of  nearly  25  ;  while 
a  further  1,035,  or  approximately  42  per  cent.,  required  to  be 
kept  under  observation  for  conditions  not  serious  enough  to 
require  treatment.  Thus  33  per  cent,  of  the  children  were 
found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition  of  health,  as  compared 
with  27  per  cent,  in  1921.  The  number  of  children  who 
received  treatment  for  one  or  more  defects  was  595,  or  96  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number  referred  for  treatment,  about  the 
same  percentage  as  received  treatment  in  1921  ;  though  fewer 
children  actually,  and  also  a  smaller  percentage  of  the  total 
number  inspected  wmre  referred  for  treatment  in  1922,  a  fact 
which  would  appear  to  point  to  a  general  improvement  in  the 
health  of  the  children. 

The  above  figures  do  not  relate  to  observations  on 
uncleanlmess,  minor  dental  defects,  and  defective  clothing 
and  footgear,  which  are  dealt  with  separately. 

A  more  detailed  analysis  of  the  table  shows  the 
percentage  of  children  referred  for  various  defects  to  be 
approximately  as  follow- s  : — Dental  defects,  20  per  cent.  ; 
affections  of  the  nose  and  throat,  26  per  cent.  ;  defective 
vision,  18  per  cent.  ;  external  eye  disease,  2-5  per  cent.  ; 
defective  hearing,  2  per  cent.  ;  ear  disease,  3  per  cent.  ; 
malnutrition,  15  per  cent.  ;  anaemia,  3  per  cent.  ;  skin  disease, 
2  6  per  cent.  ;  non- tubercular  lung  disease,  4  per  cent.  ; 
tuberculosis,  definite  and  suspected,  4  per  cent.  ;  deformities, 
1-5  per  cent.  ;  heart  disease,  2*6  per  cent. 

Nearly  all  these  conditions  show  a  reduction  as  compared 
with  last  year,  though  the  percentage  for  defective  vision, 
defective  hearing  and  definite  tuberculosis  remains  the  same. 
An  important  feature  is  that  the  percentage  of  children 
suffering  from  malnutrition  has  increased  from  9  per  cent,  to 
15  per  cent.,  a  condition  which  one  ought  to  take  a  serious 
note  of  even  though  the  cases  of  anaemia,  which  to  some 
extent  are  interchangeable  with  those  of  malnutrition,  have 
decreased  by  3  per  cent.,  and,  as  feeding  is  the  most 
important  factor  in  the  groundwork  of  good  health,  and  an 
essential  in  the  campaign  against  tuberculosis  and  like  con¬ 
ditions,  it  is  not  mere  sentimentality  that  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  ensure  that  each  child  should  have  a  sufficient 
share  of  properly  prepared  food  of  adequate  quantity  and 
suitable  quality. 
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Of  the  742  children  inspected  as  “Special”  cases,  651,  or 
about  88  per  cent.,  required  treatment,  68,  or  9  per  cent., 
were  referred  for  observation,  and  23,  or  3  per  cent.,  required 
no  treatment.  Of  these  651  cases,  skin  diseases  were  found 
in  358,  or  55  per  cent.  ;  external  eye  disease  in  115,  or  18  per 
cent.  ;  defective  vision  in  32,  or  5  per  cent.  ;  ear  disease  and 
defective  hearing  in  56,  or  9  per  cent.  ;  nose  and  throat 
defects  in  37,  or  6  p>er  cent.  ;  tuberculosis,  definite  or 
suspected,  in  16,  or  2  per  cent. ;  non-tubercular  lung  trouble 
in  14,  or  2  per  cent.  ;  and  heart  disease  in  19,  or  3  per  cent. 

The  total  number  of  children,  at  both  routine  and 
special  inspections,  found  requiring  treatment  was  1,270,  or 
about  39  per  cent.,  and  the  number  referred  for  observation 
was  1,103,  or  about  34  per  cent.  Thus  the  number  considered 
to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition  of  health  was  852,  or  about 
27  per  cent.  The  corresponding  percentages  in  these  various 
groups  for  the  year  1921  were  approximately  44,  35,  and  21. 

UNCLEANLINESS. 

The  school  nurses  made  a  total  of  388  visits  to  schools, 
185  being  surprise  visits,  during  which,  in  addition  to 
examining  for  verminous  conditions,  they  observed  and 
referred  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  the  conditions  set  forth 
in  the  following  table  : —

The  total  number  of  children  excluded  during  1922  on 
account  of  vermin  infestation  was  200,  as  compared  with  500 
in  1921.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  School 
Attendance  Bye-laws  in  five  instances,  and  a  fine  was  imposed 
in  each  instance.  In  addition,  warning  letters  were  sent  by 
the  Clerk  to  the  Education  Authority  in  respect  of  verminous 
children  in  a  number  of  cases. 

At  the  routine  inspection  of  the  “  Leader  ”  group,  there 
was  a  distinct  improvement  in  the  matter  of  cleanliness  under 
each  heading,  10-3  per  cent,  being  found  with  nits  on  the  hair 
as  compared  with  1T4  per  cent,  in  1921,  while  no  children 
were  found  with  vermin  on  either  head  or  body,  as  compared 
with  1*6  per  cent,  and  -2  per  cent,  respectively  in  1921.  In 
the  “  Intermediate  ”  group,  the  routine  inspections  disclosed 
a  slight  increase  in  the  number  found  with  nits  on  the  hair, 
but  a  decided  decrease  in  the  number  with  vermin  on  the 
head,  viz.,  *3  as  compared  with  2-7  in  1921  ;  there  were  no 
children  in  this  group  found  with  vermin  on  the  body  or 
clothing.  In  the  “  Entrant  ”  group,  at  the  routine  inspection 
11  per  cent,  were  found  with  nits  on  the  hair,  as  compared 
with  76  per  cent,  in  1921,  but  no  children  had  vermin  on  the 
head,  as  compared  with  ’8  per  cent,  in  1921.  On  the  other 
hand  there  were  three  times  as  many  children  found  with 
vermin  on  the  body,  viz.,  -3  per  cent,  as  compared  with  T  per 
cent,  in  1921. 

At  the  surprise  visits,  an  improvement  was  observed  as 
regards  the  number  of  girls  with  vermin  on  the  hair,  and  a 
very  slight  improvement  among  both  boys  and  girls  as 
regards  the  presence  oi  vermin  on  body  and  clothing  ;  but 
both  boys  and  girls  showed  a  large  proportion  with  nits  on  the 
hai  r.

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The  above  figures  show  that  292  children  were  excluded 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  541  in  1921,  a  decrease 
of  46  per  cent.,  the  decrease  being  chiefly  in  respect  of 
scabies,  91  less,  and  ringworm,  50  less,  and  to  a  smaller  degree 
in  impetigo,  external  eye  disease,  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
heart  disease  and  infectious  fevers. 


The  number  of  school  days  lost  on  account  of  scabies 
was  516,  as  compared  with  2360  in  1921,  and  on  account  of 
ringworm  476,  as  compared  with  3384  in  1921  ;  this  improve¬ 
ment,  as  compared  with  1921,  is  equivalent  to  an  additional 
daily  attendance  of  22  children.  Thus,  since  1919,  efforts 
towards  the  eradication  of  scabies  and  ringworm  have 
increased  school  efficiency  to  the  extent  of  an  additional 
daily  attendance  of  77  children,  or  over  1  per  cent,  of  the 
average  daily  attendance. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  arrangements  in  respect  of  the  special  medical 
inspection  and  treatment  of  children  suffering,  or  suspected  to 
be  suffering,  from  Tuberculosis  wrnre  similar  to  those  during  the 
previous  year.  A  special  clinic  has  been  held  on  Wednesday 
afternoons  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  tor  the  observation 
ot  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis  among  school  children,  and 
also  of  contacts  and  suspects.  In  addition  a  special  clinic  has 
been  held  each  alternate  Tuesday  morning  for  treatment  by 
means  of  Tuberculin  (B.E.).  40  children  received  treatment 

by  this  method,  and  a  total  of  362  injections  was  given. 


One  hundred  and  four  school  children  attended  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary  during  the  year,  15  being  new  cases 
and  89  old  cases. 


Six  children  were  receiving  treatment  in  Blencathra 
Sanatorium  on  1st  January  ;  8  were  admitted  during  the  year 
and  10  discharged,  leaving  4  undergoing  treatment  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  condition  of  tue  10  children  on 
discharge  was  as  follows  : — Much  improved,  6  ;  improved,  4. 
The  total  number  of  days  spent  in  the  Sanatorium  by  these 
patients  was  2278,  the  average  duration  of  residence  for  each 
child  being  223. 
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During  the  past  year  17  children  of  school  age  were 
notified  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  14  by  the  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officers,  and  3  by  Medical  Practitioners.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  65  children  were  absent  from  school  on 
account  of  scarlet  fever,  and  37  on  account  of  diphtheria,  a 
slight  increase  on  the  figures  for  1921,  which  were,  respec¬ 
tively,  59  and  31.  As  regards  chicken-pox,  whooping  cough, 
and  mumps,  the  intimations  received  from  teachers  and  others 
were  considerably  less  than  during  the  previous  year,  being 
86,  76,  and  37  respectively  in  1922,  as  compared  with  106, 
188,  and  154  in  192b  The  intimations  as  regards  measles 
were  11,  as  compared  with  9  in  1921.  No  school  was  closed 
during  the  year  on  account  of  infectious  disease. 

FOLLOWING  UP. 

The  following  up  in  their  own  homes  of  children  notified 
as  suffering  from  defects  needing  treatment  was  carried  out 
by  the  school  nurses  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  a  considerable  and  continuous  strain 
being  imposed  on  the  two  nurses  who  were  responsible  for 
the  outside  school  nursing  and  tuberculosis  work  during  more 
than  eight  months  of  the  year  when  the  staff,  by  resolution  of 
the  Council,  was  depleted.  The  number  of  visits  paid  to 
homes  in  this  respect  was  1,701,  as  compared  with  2,621  in 
1921,  essential  work  having  to  be  sacrificed  to  the  extent  of 
almost  one- half,  in  order  that  the  nurses  of  the  depleted  staff 
might  cope  with  the  large  volume  of  work  connected  with 
routine  medical  inspections  and  the  School  Clinics,  and  this 
reduction  in  the  following  up  work  is  reflected  in  the  results 
of  the  treatment  of  defects  other  than  those  treated  at  the 
School  Clinic,  and  instanced  by  such  important  conditions  as 
enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

Minor  Ailments. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  children  treated  at  the 
School  Clinic  for  minor  ailments  was  985,  as  compared 
with  1,141  in  1921,  the  decrease  being  partly  due  to  the 
impossibility  of  providing  treatment  for  the  same  number  of 
cases  with  one  school  nurse  short.  The  total  number  of 
attendances  was  21,626,  as  compared  with  25,887  in  1921  ; 
the  average  dailv  attendance  was  81  as  compared  with  97  in 
1921,  and  the  maximum  attendance  in  any  one  morning  was 
158,  as  compared  with  190  in  1921. 

The  nature  of  the  conditions  treated  and  the  results 
obtained  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  tables  on  pages 
31,  40  and  42. 
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RINGWORM. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  of  ringworm  of  the  body  and 
practically  all  the  cases  of  ringworm  of  the  scalp  were  treated 
at  the  School  Clinic,  the  milder  cases  of  the  latter  form  of  the 
disease  being  treated  by  local  applications,  and  the  more 
severe  and  extensive  cases  by  means  of  X-  Ray,  followed  by 
epilation.  The  experience  with  regard  to  ringworm  was 
satisfactory  during  the  year,  as  only  14  cases  requiring  X-Ray 
treatment  came  under  observation,  viz.,  5  boys  and  9  girls. 
The  total  attendances  at  the  X-Rav  Clinic  was  15  ;  19 
separate  exposures  were  made,  and  in  each  case  a  cure  was 
effected. 


TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  cases  in  which  local 
treatment  only  is  necessary,  for  which  treatment  was  provided 
at  the  School  Clinic  in  105  cases,  and  otherwise  149  cases,  64 
children  submitted  to  operation  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary 
for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 


VISION. 

The  further  examination  of  cases  of  defective  vision 
discovered  at  routine  inspection  was  carried  out  at  the 
Ophthalmic  Clinic  in  the  manner  indicated  in  previous 
reports.  40  clinics  were  held  and  retinoscopy  tests  of  the 
eyes  of  207  children  were  made,  viz.,  97  boys  and  110  girls, 
during  which  the  following  conditions  weie  observed  : —

Squint  was  present  in  33  cases,  viz.,  17  boys  and  16  girls. 
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Spectacles  were  prescribed  in  169  cases,  viz.,  74  boys  and 
95  girls,  and  in  5  instances  the  glasses  were  ordered  at  the 
cost  of  the  Education  Authority,  as  in  each  instance  the  parent 
was  unable  himself  to  provide  the  spectacles.  The  waiting 
list  of  children  requiring  further  examination  for  defective 
eyesight  has  been  cleared  off,  and  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  concerned  is  now  able  to  devote  more  time  to  the 
re  examination  of  the  eyes  ot  children  tested  in  previous 
years,  where  a  periodical  re-testing  is  desirable.  Cases  of 
short  sight  would  appear  from  the  above  table  to  be  compara¬ 
tively  few,  but  it  is  found  that  a  large  number  of  children 
with  this  defect  are  supplied  with  spectacles  direct  from 
various  Opticians  in  the  City. 

DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT. 

In  his  report  on  the  year’s  work  Mr.  W.  Taylor,  L  D.S., 
remarks  that  the  figures  ior  the  past  year  show  a  similarity  to 
those  of  the  previous  year.  There  has  been  practically  the 
same  number  of  temporary  teeth  examined,  but  there  has 
been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  requiring  treatment, 
and  a  larger  number  has  accepted  treatment.  Regarding 
routine  inspections,  he  points  out  that  on  the  whole  the  mouths 
are  fairlv  satisfactory  and  clean,  but  he  would  have  liked  to 
have  spent  more  time  over  the  temporary  savable  teeth  had 
his  attention  not  been  so  fully  occupied  in  looking  to  the 
permanent  teeth,  but  he  hopes  that  during  the  coming  year 
he  may  be  able  to  give  more  attention  to  these.  He,  however, 
repeats  that  unsavable  teeth  are  unsavable,  and  as  such  have 
to  be  extracted. 

Coming  to  the  re-examinations  and  the  permanent  teeth, 
he  is  pleased  with  the  results,  and  he  is  of  opinion  that  this  is 
a  matter  for  congratulation  to  those  concerned. 

The  figures  show  that  91*9  per  cent,  of  the  teeth  were 
sound,  6*2  per  cent,  savable  and  1*9  per  cent,  unsavable, 
against  88*1  per  cent.,  9  per  cent,  and  2*9  per  cent,  respect¬ 
ively  for  the  previous  year,  and  these  he  thinks  demonstrate 
what  must  be  regarded  as  the  special  object  of  school 
dentistry,  viz.,  the  production  of  the  largest  percentage  of 
sound  permanent  teeth,  the  achievement  of  which  he  has 
constantly  in  view,  and  especially  having  regard  to  the  large 
number  of  children  in  which  treatment  is  refused  but  who, 
subsequently  find  their  way  into  the  unsavable  group. 
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With  regard  to  the  figures  relating  to  treatment,  the 
number  of  fillings  was  less  than  in  previous  years  and  this  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  he  now  has  to  spend  much  more  time 
upon  the  mouths  of  certain  children,  and  the  treatment  which 
was  formerly  confined  to  the  six  year  old  molars  has  had  to  be 
extended  to  some  extent  to  meet  the  conditions  in  other  teeth 
of  children  of  the  groups,  some  of  whom  have  required 
complicated  root  treatment,  involving  additional  time  per 
case. 

On  the  whole,  however,  his  impression  upon  the  year’s 
work,  on  both  his  examinations  at  the  schools  and  in  respect 
of  his  woik  at  the  Dental  Clinic,  is  that  the  cleaner  and 
healthier  condition  of  the  mouths  remarked  upon  by  him  in 
previous  reports  has  been  maintained,  and  the  majority  of  teeth 
which  have  had  treatment  are  found  to  have  remained  good 
and  efficient,  and  that  the  bad  septic  mouth  is  the  exception 
rather  than  the  rule.

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Crippling  Defects  and  Orthopaedics. 

Forty-live  children  in  the  schools  and  one  of  school  age 
not  attending  school  are  recorded  as  suffering  from  various 
crippling  defects,  which,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  is  due  either 
to  the  effect  of  infantile  paralysis  or  tuberculosis.  Doubtless 
the  effect  of  appropriate  forms  of  exercises  would  in  some 
instances  be  beneficial,  provided  these  could  be  carried  out 
by  someone  with  adequate  knowledge  of  the  defective 
conditions  and  their  amelioration. 

Provision  of  Meals. 

No  arrangement  has  been  made  under  the  Provision  of 
Meals  Acts,  1906-1914,  although  th.  e  year  shows  a  definite 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  malnutrition. 

School  Baths. 

All  senior  scholars  attend  the  Corporation  Baths  and  are 
instructed  in  swimming,  a  special  hour  per  week  being  devoted 
to  each  school. 

OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

NEWTOWN  DELICATE  CLASS. 

The  accommodation  at  this  class  wras  increased  from  30 
to  50  during  the  year.  T wenty-five  children  continued  their 
attendance  from  the  previous  year,  and  36  children  were 
admitted  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  61  children  dealt 
with,  the  average  daily  number  on  the  register  being  35. 
Fifteen  children  were  discharged,  leaving  46  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  With  regard  to  the  15  children  dis¬ 
charged,  6  were  much  improved,  6  improved  and  3 
unchanged,  and  the  reason  for  discharge  was  as  follows  :  — 
6  attained  leaving  age,  1  left  the  City,  1  was  sent  to 
Sanatorium,  5  were  unsuitable  or  attended  irregularly,  and  2 
returned  to  the  ordinary  schools. 

The  class  was  visited  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer  every  Monday  afternoon,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
physical  condition  of  each  child  was  reviewed  once  a  month, 
more  frequent  examination  being  made  of  such  children  as 
were  apparently  not  progressing  satisfactorily.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  as  to  selection  of  children,  meals,  hygiene,  work,  &c., 
were  carried  out  as  usual,  and  special  treatment  by  means  of 
injections  of  Tuberculin  B.E.  was  continued  with  good 
results.  Forty  children  received  this  form  of  treatment  at 
the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  and  a  total  of  362  injections 
was  given. 
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The  total  number  of  weeks  in  school  for  all  children 
under  review  was  2,272,  die  average  length  of  attendance  per 
child  being  37’2  weeks,  while  the  maximum  period  of 
attendance  was  126  weeks.  The  total  gain  in  weight  since 
admission  bv  the  children  was  427  lbs.,  equivalent  to  an 
average  gain  of  7  lbs.  per  child,  or  2  lb  per  week  of  average 
attendance.  The  average  duration  of  attendance  of  those 
children  discharged  was  46  weeks,  and  the  average  gain  per 
child  10  lbs. 


The  following  statement  of  income  and  expenditure  at 
the  Delicate  Class  is  self-explanatory,  but  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  the  payments  by  parents  had  to  be  remitted 
or  reduced  to  a  larger  extent  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
maximum  weekly  charge  remained  at  2/6,  but  while 
approximately  50  per  cent,  of  the  parents  agreed  to  pay  this 
amount,  it  was  found  impossible  to  obtain  regular  payments. 
In  several  instances  inability  to  pay  more  than  2/-  or  1/6  per 
week  occurred,  and  in  at  least  12  cases  the  parent  was  unable 
to  pay.

The  class  was  open  on  202  days,  the  average  attendance 
being  30  5,  equivalent  to  a  total  of  6161  child  days.  The 
average  total  cost  per  child  per  day  was  8-9  pence,  the  parents’ 
contribution  being  equal  to  4T  pence.  The  average  cost  per 
child  per  day  lor  the  various  items  was  as  follows  : — Food 
4%3  pence,  Cooking,  etc.,  2*7  pence,  Drugs  0*4  pence,  Tram 
Fares  1’5  pence. 
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The  older  girls  in  the  class  are  now  taking  part  in  the 
cooking  of  meals  and  other  domestic  duties,  and  this  work 
appears  to  be  appreciated  by  Ihem  and  should  prove  very 
useful  when  they  leave  school.  A  number  of  the  children 
were  sent  to  the  Silloth  Institution  during  the  summer  holiday, 
with  benefit  to  their  physical  condition.  The  class  provides 
a  much  needed  want,  and  it  is  proposed  to  extend  it  further 
to  accommodate  60  children.  The  majority  of  the  parents 
appreciate  the  work  in  the  class,  and  the  enthusiasm  and 
keenness  of  everyone  connected  with  it  helps  much  towards 
its  success. 


CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

It  is  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  the  Entrant 
group  that  parents  show  most  interest,  as  reflected  in  their 
response  to  the  invitation  to  be  present  at  the  inspection. 
This  invitation,  with  due  notice,  is  sent  to  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  each  child  on  the  occasion  of  the  routine 
inspections ;  67  per  cent,  of  u  Entrants  ”  were  accompanied 
by  parents  at  the  inspection,  44  per  cent,  of  “  intermediates  ”, 
and  30  per  cent,  of  “  Leavers  ”.  It  would  appear  that  boys 
in  the  ‘‘Leaver”  group  consider  themselves  capable  of 
undergoing  a  medical  examination  without  the  support  of 
their  mothers,  and  one  suspects  that  a  certain  amount  of 
moral  suasion  is  exercised  to  induce  the  latter  to  remain  at 
home.  At  such  interviews  valuable  suggestions  may  be  given 
regarding  the  child’s  habits,  &c.,  while  parents  verbally  often 
give  essential  information  which  they  find  it  difficult  to 
convey  on  the  slip  on  which  they  are  asked  to  supply  details 
of  the  child’s  physical  history.  A  certain  number  of  parents 
are  still  hardly  alive  to  the  advantage  of  having  defects 
remedied  as  soon  as  possible,  and  often  it  is  found  that  no 
effort  is  made  in  respect  of  treatment  for  tonsils  and  adenoids 
or  defective  teeth,  or  regarding  the  provision  of  spectacles,  or 
such  is  not  made  until  the  parent  suspects  that  neglect  of 
treatment  may  interfere  with  the  child  getting  employment. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

Medical  Inspection. 

Medical  Inspection  would  hardly  be  possible  without  the 
cordial  help  of  the  teachers,  certain  responsibilities  attach 
to  the  teachers  in  the  matter  of  entering  on  the  inspection 
cards  the  items  concerning  the  name,  age,  address,  standard, 
regularity  of  attendance  and  mental  condition  of  each  child  ; 
the  Medical  Register  also  has  to  be  kept  up  to  date  as  regards 
names  of  fresh  entrants,  transfers,  and  children  leaving  school 
or  leaving  the  district.  Teachers  also  arrange  a  room  suitable 
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for  the  inspection,  send  out  the  parents’  invitations,  and  have 
the  children  ready  to  be  seen  at  suitable  intervals.  The 
Head  Teacher  usually  sees  the  School  Medical  Officer  when 
the  inspection  is  over  with  regard  to  certain  special  cases. 

Following  Up. 

Teachers  appear  to  take  a  more  active  interest  than 
formerly  in  children  who  are  notified  as  requiring  treatment, 
and  their  influence  in  persuading  parents  to  follow  the  advice 
given  can  and  does  form  an  important  factor  in  securing 
good  results. 

Medical  Treatment. 

Teachers  pick  out  children  in  whom  they  suspect 
physical  delects,  and  are  able  to  send  them  to  the  School 
Clinic  for  confirmation  and  for  treatment  if  necessary.  Each 
school  has  a  certain  time  assigned  to  it  at  the  Clinics  where 
new  cases  are  seen.  An  endeavour  is  strongly  made  to  save 
school  time  by  the  time  of  departure  from  school  being 
entered  on  the  child’s  clinic  card,  while  after  treatment  the 
time  of  departure  from  the  clinic  is  also  entered.  Teachers 
are  able  also  to  give  valuable  help  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  the  matter  of  information  in  respect  of  certain  non- 
notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 

OFFICERS. 

School  Attendance  Officers  discover  children  who  are 
absent  from  school  on  account  of  real  or  supposed  illness,  and 
refer  these  to  the  School  Clinic  if  not  receiving  medical 
treatment  otherwise.  They  can  also  exert  a  valuable  influence 
in  inducing  parents  to  obtain  the  treatment  recommended  for 
the  children,  and  they  also  give  valuable  help  in  reporting  the 
presence  of  certain  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  help  given  by  the  Carlisle 
Council  of  Social  Service.  By  this  means  38  delicate 
children  were  sent  to  the  Silloth  Convalescent  Institution,  of 
whom  the  majority  stayed  for  one  month,  and  the  remainder 
for  periods  of  six  or  eight  weeks. 

Ten  children  were  sent  into  the  country  for  several  weeks 
and  benelitted  considerably,  and  a  special  case,  a  cripple, 
was  sent  to  Heswall  Country  Hospital,  Cheshire. 
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Outfits  were  supplied  by  the  Council  of  Social  Service  to 
two  children  who  were  going  to  the  Sanatorium  ;  in  three 
cases  surgical  instruments  were  supplied,  and  clogs,  boots, 
spectacles,  and  clothing  of  various  kinds  provided  for  a 
number. 

In  a  few  instances,  during  the  holidays,  meals  were  given 
to  specially  necessitious  underfed  children. 

I  have  also  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  help  given  by  the 
local  officer  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children.  The  following  is  a  list  of

BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE,  AND  EPILEPTIC 

CHILDREN. 

The  arrangements  with  regard  to  the  ascertainment  and 
supervision  of  Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  and  Epileptic  Children 
have  continued  to  be  the  same  as  outlined  in  previous  reports. 
No  new  cases  were  scheduled  during  the  a  ear,  and  there  are 
at  present  2  boys  and  2  girls  attending  Certified  Schools  for 
the  Blind,  3  boys  and  3  girls  attending  Certified  Schools 
for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  1  boy  attending  a  Certified 
School  for  Epileptics. 

The  Local  Education  Authority  have  no  provision  in  the 
nature  of  a  special  school  or  class  for  Dull  and  Backward  or 
Feeble- minded  Children. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  total  number  of  scholars  inspected  at  the  two 
Secondary  Schools  was  235,  viz.,  132  at  the  Girls’  High 
School  and  103  at  the  Grammar  School. 

The  details  regarding  these  will  be  seen  in  the  accom¬ 
panying  table,  the  specified  age  groups  in  Secondary  Schools 
being  under  9  years,  12  years,  15  years,  and  those  leaving  at 
over  15  years.

At  the  Girls’  High  School  104  girls  in  addition  were 
re-examined,  81  of  these  belonging  to  the  group  of  children 
over  12  years  of  age,  who  undergo  an  annual  review. 


At  the  Girls’  High  School,  33  children  were  referred  for 
treatment,  viz.,  25  per  cent,  of  those  examined,  75  were 
referred  for  further  observation,  and  24,  or  18  per  cent, 
appeared  to  be  absolutely  healthy.  Those  requiring  dental 
treatment  numbered  29,  or  22  per  cent.,  as  compared  with 
38  per  cent,  in  1921  ;  6  children  were  referred  for  treatment 
on  account  of  tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  one  each  on  account 
of  defective  vision  and  nasal  obstruction.  The  attention  of 
the  Instructress  in  Physical  Training  was  drawn  to  27  girls 
who  required  special  attention  for  conditions  of  the  spine,  or 
chest,  or  for  flat  feet,  and  one  child  suffering  with  spinal 
trouble  suspected  to  be  tubercular  was  referred  to  her  private 
medical  attendant. 

At  the  Grammar  School,  55  boys,  viz.,  over  50  per  cent, 
of  those  examined,  were  referred  for  treatment,  29  were 
referred  for  observation,  while  19,  i.e. ,  19  per  cent,  were 
absolutely  normal.  Those  requiring  dental  treatment 
numbered  42,  or  42  per  cent.,  7  required  treatment  for 
defective  vision  and  7  also  for  tonsils  and  adenoids,  1  for 
heart  disease,  4  for  anaemia,  2  for  suspected  phthisis,  1  tor 
deformity,  3  for  skin  disease,  3  for  wax  in  the  ears,  and  1  for 
stomatitis. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG 

PERSONS. 

Twenty-six  children  were  referred  to  the  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officer  concerned  in  this  work  for  certificates 
under  the  Bye-Laws  made  in  respect  of  the  Employment  of 
Children  and  Street  Trading.  Certificates  were  granted  in 
every  case. 

In  accordance  with,  the  Employment  of  Children  in 
Entertainment  Rules,  1920,  1  girl  was  examined  on  two 
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occasions,  and  a  certificate  issued  on  each  occasion,  that  she 
might  be  employed  in  a  music  hall  entertainment  without 
prejudice  to  her  health  or  physical  development.
